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The past 40 years have seen AYHS students come 
and go by the hundreds, teachers and workers by the 
dozens. Anyone returning to our school during the 1990- 
91 school year alone would have seen a great many 
changes that have taken place. But any alumnus from 
the distant past would have been pleasantly surprised 
to recognize two familiar and friendly faces, still smiling 
even after so many long years of determined dedication 
to keep Armstrong High the special place that it is. 

The faces would have been those of staunch Arm¬ 
strong Trojan supporters and “Office Gennii Extraordin- 
air” Betty Kinney and Genevieve Roberts, two mainstays 
of the school throughout five administrations. Unfortuna¬ 
tely for ATHS, both links to the past were broken at the 
end of the year because of retirement, for Betty, after 
39 years and for Genny, after 37 years. 

When Betty Kinnney joined Armstrong High as Head 
Secretary in 1952, it was only five years after her own 
graduation from Potomac High. In that long time, she 
witnessed a tremendous growth in the successful co-op¬ 
eration and closeness of those two once-rival schools. 
Her advice to all high schoolers remained simple: “Stay 
in school (but STUDY!)—it’s the best time of your life!” 
(And as students and staff alike learned — Betty’s word 
goes!) Her reputation among the hundreds who have 
known her has also remained simple: Betty has more 
details of school life locked in her head than what could 
possibly fill the school’s computers! Always busy, not 
just with school duties but also with volunteer church 
and hospital work, with a paintbrush as well as a typew¬ 
riter. Her formidable control over announcements, state 
forms, ever-advancing office machines, students and 
staff alike leaves a major question: Can ATHS survive 
without Betty? 

Of course the same can be asked of the ever-dutiful, 
supremely-efficient Genevieve Roberts, with her unparal¬ 
leled business practice acumen. Mrs. Roberts joined the 
Armstrong faculty in 1954 after graduating from Bis- 
march High and Illinois State University. Her high expec¬ 
tations as teacher of typing (now “keyboarding”, short-

hand, and accounting have been the key to business 
and office success of countless students. “Hold fast to 
your dreams,” she advised, “because no dream is im¬ 
possible.” As one known for such a good attitude and 
demanding nothing less than excellence from herself 
and her classes, she represented the quintessence of 
quality teaching. All duties under her years of authority, 
whether as simple as weekly mimeographing of calen¬ 
dars or as complex as Class, National Honor Society or 
Yearbook sponsorship, were carried out with close at¬ 
tention to precise detail. Indeed, such perfection also 
showed itself in her favorite forms of relaxation, creative 
sewing and needlepoint. Such exacting care led Mrfe. 
Roberts to belong to that special group of rare and 
great teachers who will long be appreciated and silently 
thanked by those hundreds of budding proteges she 
benefited over the decades. After all, despite any 
groaning or wailing drowned out by the roaring of type¬ 
writers or the clicking of calculators, every student al¬

ways knew that praise or a good grade from Mrs. Ro¬ 
berts was not just a hollow encouragement or “gift” — it 
always represented a real achievement of which to be 
proud. 

It is then an accurate assessment for both Betty and 
Genny that these two dedicated professionals be given 
an A plus for their decades of good service to the 
school and their caring, responsible attitudes to all. 
Each new school year has its additions of new faces 
and absences of the old, and who knows when other 
fine teachers may find it time to move on? But the two 
reliable faces, skills and loyalty of these two wonder 
workers in particular, seen for so long here, will sorely 
be missed.
